Noted, yesterday (April 29, 2015) DMHAS, DOC, 

and the Governor were at CCAR, a recovery program. Chairman Lawlor also observed that 

almost all presidential candidates’ positions are in line in terms of criminal justice policy. 

Laura Cordes asked for a presentation on domestic violence in terms of release and victims 

from the DOC and BOPP. And last, Chairman Lawlor said on behalf of Commissioner 

Schriro, she would like to thank Dr. Mauer for NARCAN.
